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The monsoon weakened considerably in the week ending July 25 asjust 9 of India s 35 weather
subdivisions received normal or above normal rainfall. The al-India areaweighted rainfall was
47.7 mm, 32 percent below normal. Rainfall was much more irregular than normally expected at
this stage of the monsoon. Cumulative rainfall, however, remained normal or above normal in
23 of the weather subdivisions, compared with 27 aweek ago and 28 for the same period last
year.

Peninsular India, in particular, received well below normal rainfall. It isespecialy dry in Andhra
Pradesh (peanuts, rice, sorghum, corn), Maharashtra (sorghum), Karnataka (sorghum, peanuts,
millet, corn), Kerala(rice), and Tamil Nadu (rice, peanuts). Rainswere also very scanty in the
Saurashtraregion of Gujarat (peanuts) and in Bihar (rice).

The following tables show actual and normal rainfall for the week ending July 25, cumulative
rainfall during June 1 to July 25, and the relative share (area) of major monsoon season crops by
weather subdivision.
